Largely because of the 
wildlife management practices 
that went into its reintroduc- 
tion and current well-being, the 
Pigeon River Country elk herd 
is heralded as an environmen- 
tal success story. 

An annual average of less 
than 1,000 animals make up the 
winter elk herd in the large ex- 
panse of state land between In- 
dian River and Atlanta. These 
elk are descendants of the 
seven western breed elk that 
were reintroduced to the cen- 
tral region of northern lower 
Michigan in 1918 following a 
total eradication of the native 
Michigan elk herd in 1875. 
Since their reintroduction, the 
herd has grown so large that it 
is now known unofficially as 
the largest elk herd east of the 
Mississippi River. 

Taking this all into account, 
having the opportunity to hunt 
the Pigeon River Country elk 
herd is truly a once-in-a-life- 
time experience for those lucky 
enough to draw an elk tag. In 
fact, once an individual is 
awarded a license — whether

they harvest an elk or not — 
they cannot again apply for or 
receive another elk license in 
their lifetime. Most hunters 
have gone decades (the elk hunt 
began on an annual basis in 
1984) without ever being ran- 
domly selected to pull a tag. 

In 2003, with the introduction 
of anew weighted licensing 
process, those who apply every 
year are given additional 
‘chances’ at the hunt for every 
previous year they applied for 
the hunt. For example, 3,066 of 
the 29,997 individuals who ap- 
plied for an elk tag this year 
were 12-time applicants having 
applied for an elk tag every 
year that the new system has 
been in place but with no luck 
and as such would have 12- 
times the chance at a license. 
But with only 100 total (80 any- 
elk licenses and 70 antlerless 1i- 
censes) licenses given out this 
year, the chances remain out of 
the applicant’s favor. 

Still, the 100 hunters who 
were chosen this year down 
from 200 out of 32,578 total ap- 
plicants in 2013 began the first 
series of elk hunts last week.

Three series of hunts will con- 
tinue throughout the month of 
September, during which the 
DNR hopes to reach a quota of 
15 filled any-elk tags and 35 
antler-less elk tags. An addi- 
tional hunt in December will 
hopefully fill the remainder of 
each hunts quota (15 any-elk 
tags and 35 antlerless) but an 
‘overtime’ hunt in January 
may be utilized to top off any 
unfilled quotas. 

Historically, however, quotas 
are filled quickly, and to make 
the process even more revered, 
the limited tags that are li- 
censed can only be issued to 
Michigan residents. 

Prior to taking to the elk 
habitat near the Sturgeon and 
Pigeon Rivers north of Gaylord 
and just east of Wolverine, 
hunters are required to take an 
elk hunt orientation course. 

According to the DNR web- 
site, because of seasonal mat- 
ing behavior, the month of 
September is also an ideal time 
to view elk. Bulls typically 
begin demonstrating their 
dominance to the females dur- 
ing in the early fall, and can be

seen vying for mating rights by 
bugling and pushing brush 
with their antlers. 

For those interested in find- 
ing elk, DNR offices in Gaylord 
and Indian River have physical 
maps of typical elk viewing 
sites, while the DNR website 
also highlights good places to 
find an elk herd. Still, it should 
be noted that elk are wild ani- 
mals and are not all that easy to 
find patience and persistence 
will be helpful for those looking 
for elk this fall. 

The first of three early fall 
elk hunting periods lasted from 
August 26-29. The next will 
cover three days in mid-Sep- 
tember (12-15) and the final Sep- 
tember period will land on the 
26-29. The early fall elk hunting 
season excludes a large portion 
of Pigeon River Country from 
the hunting unit, including 
small sections of Cheboygan, 
Otsego, Montmorency and 
Presque Isle between Onaway 
and Atlanta. A map of the early 
fall as well as the early winter 
permitted hunting units can be 
found on the DNR website.

4B/2B — four bedrooms and two 
bathrooms.

assum. fin. — assumable financing 

closing costs — the entire package 
of miscellaneous expenses paid by 
the buyer and the seller when the real 
estate deal closes.
